FREE TRADE OPPOSED 


Although Wedgwood considered himself to 
he “a friend of liberty,” and was the cham- 
pion of America and the French Revolution 
he opposed Pitt’s ‘commercial proposi- 
jions,’’ which offered free trade to Ireland. 
He feared the offect of cheap labour in this 
country if competition should be unrestricted, 
and he actually signed a petition in common 
with many other English manufacturers, 
against them. Here is an extract from a 
letter which he wrote on the subject in the 
spring of 1786: 

““A hundred years ago Ireland had no 
linen manufacture; she imported her linens, 
and now she supplies us with them to the 
amount of near a million and a half sterling 
annually. The duties lately imposed here 
upon glass have already established nine 
giass houses in Ireland, which now supplants 
us in the foreign market, and if the resolu- 
tions pass, will as certainly supplant us in 
our own. A cotton’ manufactory in Irelaad, 
begun no more than five years ago, has 
increased so rapidly as to employ at this 
day 5,000 persons. In the same period of 
time Ireland has established a leather trade, 
and carried it to such an extent as to have 
driven us nearly out of all the foreign markets, 


and she wants only our home market to be 
open to her (which will be done by passing 
the resolutions) to drive us out of that also.” 
Wedgwood did not further his business pros- 
pects in Ireland by this niggardly behaviour, 
for many people of quality in Dublin 
promptly decided to boycott his goods, one 
nobleman going so far as to declare that 
‘“‘should more of Wedgwood ware come to 
Ireland, if the public did not break it he 
certainly should.”

ANARY hybrids are becoming more 
popular than they used to be, possibly 
owing to the pretty variation and blend 

of song that the combination of a canary and 
a goldtinch, linnet, or siskin has given them. 
In addtion to this, they are very hardy, and 
will stand our changeable weather better than 
most canaries: a fact that should make them 
even more acceptable as pet birds. — 

The goldfinch canary is the prettiest. It 
usually shows some of the lovely red face 
of this Britisher, and sometimes the yellow 
markings of the wing bars, Next in order 
comes the siskin-cauary with the pretty 
lacing and neat cap markings. Both these 
birds are lovely songsters, but the former 1s 
more varied in song, while the bird itself 
seems possessed of all the swagger imaginable, 
a legacy of his British parent. 

It is rather peculiar how some people always 
call any bird that is not absolutely clear, a 
mule. Such is, of course, not the case. Quite 
a large proportion of canaries bred have a 
green or cinnamon marking on them some- 
where. This is merely a reversion to the 
original wild canary from which all the canary 
family emanate. | 


HOW TO CATER 


It has taken years and yearr of careful 
selection before the green colour has been 
superseded by those lovely yellow feathers 
which adorn your pet to-day. 

But let us get back to the canary hybrids, 
and how best to cater for them. Firstly, a 
similar class of cage as for canaries is the 
best, but their feedmg is not quite the salle, 
for they must have a good British finch mix- 
ture as their staple diet... . 

This can best be obtained in packet form, 
and before feeding should be given a good 
stir or shake, so that your bird gets an assort- 
ment of the natural wild seeds which these 
mixtures contain. 

Fifty per cent. of the bird being wild, his 
system requires a selection of wild seeds to 
which his parent has been accustomed, The 
firms who pack these special mixtures have. 
at. some time or other, been to great expense 
in employing the best brains in the agricul- 
tural world to ensure correct proportions of 
the tive seeds. Unless you mix 
thoroughly before feeding, the bird may get 
too much. of one and not. sufficient of the 
other. Mules are free bathers and should 
have access to water on all fine days. Their 
aes water should always be fresh and 
coo 


PARTIAL TO WEEDS 


For n food, give chickweed, shepherd’s 
urse, laistain sed heads or apple. The 
birds are more partial to wild weeds, and 
the goldfinch cana will enjoy a thistle head 
when you can gather a'few for him. Sun- 
flower seeds are also relished by these birds. 
These should be purchased in a packet to en- 
sure their cleanliness. 

Keep your bird clean and make sure he 
has a good supply of clean sand on the floor 
of his cage. ' : : 

Give oval perches of soft wood, or if this 
is not possible, then some freshly “cut. twigs 
from an apple or pear tree will serve the same

The- paper stated that a seal 
earing the name of “Stephen, Bishop of 
Ross,” was in the collection of the Academy. 
Some authorities believed that he had been 
Bishop of Ross in Scotland, and others that 
his diocese had been in Munster ; while he 
had even been assigned to Rochester, through 
a misreading of “' nsis “” as “ Roffensis.” 
The problem had been lately re-opened by the 
discovery of a commission to Stephen, Bishop 
of Ross, to consecrate a chapel and cemetery 
at Lee, in Herefordshire. 

The question had at last been settled by 
the evidence of documents recorded in the 
““ Calendar of Entries in the Papal Registers 
relating to Great Britain and Ireland.” These 
showed that “ Stephen, Bishop of Ross,” was 
a Carmehte, by name Stephen Brown, 
appointed to the bishopric of Ross, in Munster, 
in 1401. He had n one of numerous 
Englishmen who had received similar appoint- 
ments about that time, in pursuit of a Papal 

licy for furthering ‘the lish interests in 
reland. These appointments were usually 
failures; difficulties of language and local 
hostility to the foreign intruder made it next 
to impossible for the bishop to carry out the 
duties of his office. He was usually obliged to 
hold auxiliary appointments in his own 
country. | 

Bishop Brown, in addition to his Irish 
epi te, held the office of suffragan in at 
least four English dioceses. The last recorded 
date for him was 1420, when he was suffragan 
in the diocese of Worcester. 

Mr. Arthur Holmes read a paper on “ New 
Analyses of Tertiary Igneous Rocks (Antrim 
and, Staffa’*’). The paper presented up-to- 
date detailed analyses of the Giant’s Cause- 
way, basalt, and other ‘igneous rocks of 
North-East Ireland and the Hebrides. 

A paper on “ The Chironomid Fauna of the 
Mosses of the River Liffey,’’ was contributed 
by Mr. C. F. Humphries and Mr. W. E. Frost. 
Quantitative samples of mosses were taken 
from the River Liffey from two contrasting 
stations, one where the water was alkaline 
and one where it was acid. The species of 
Chironomid larval found in the mosses were 
identified ; the Orthocladiariw constituted more 
than 90 per cent: of the Chironomide present 
at both places. The larval Chironomids were 
equally abundant.in the acid and alkaline 
waters and showed only minor qualitative 
differences. Some notes on seasonal distribu- 
tion were given in the r, and four new 
types were described and 1 dgured.
